Statistics  of  Population 


The  population  figure  for  Polixstowo  supplied  "by  the  Registrar 
General  was  19*120  for  197^*  This  is  a small  increase  over  the  previous 
year  and  is  in  line  with  the  general  trend  in  the  past  few  years. 

The  statistical  tsibles  which  follow  sho?/  that  the  birth  rate  v/as 
rather  higher  and  the  dea-th  rate  rather  lower  than  the  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole j while  the  number  of  still  births, 
which  arc  to  some  degree  a measuring  of  the  efficiency  of  the  antenatal 
care  in  the  area,  was  only  one. 

Infantile  deaths  numbered  6 and  the  causes  are  shown  in  the  tables. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  totalled  278  which  is  18  less  than  in  tho  proceeding 
year.  With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death  tho  pattern  is  similar  to  that  of 
previous  years.  Cardiac,  vascular  and  circulatory  causes  were  most  prevalent 
while  the  malignant  diseases  formed  tho  next  most  frequent  cause.  However 
the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  Malignancy  was  rather  loss  than  in  the 
proceeding  year. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  violence  including  accidents  a-nd  suicides. 

This  is  well  below  tho  1978  figures.

InfGctioufj  Disease' 


In  1971  Felixstowe  v/as  remarkably  free  from  infectious 
diseasGo  The  notificatiom  received  from  the  medical  practitioners 
totalled  46  Q-nd  all  related  to  cases  of  Measles.  This  absence  of 
the  other  common  endemic  infections  is  possibly  in  some  measure 
due  to  the  active  immunisation  which  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
town  over  a number  of  years.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  an  cactive 
policy  of  immunisation  can  do  much  to  prevent  epidemics. 

There  were  24  cases  remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year 9 one  case  heaving  been  removed  and  one 
added. 


Immunisation 


I am  indebted  to  the  Countv  Medical  Officer  for  the  immunisation 
figures  for  Felixstowe  (See  Table  below).  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  immunisations  carried  out  was  well  belov/  that  of  the  previous 
year.  This  was  in  spite  of  a big  increase  in  Rubella  immunisation 
which  started  in  1970.  Practically  every  other  type  of  immunisation 
showed  a definite  decrease  and  I feel  this  is  unfortunate  as  a high 
rate  of  immunity  is  the  best  protection  against  outbreaks  of  infection.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  Sc  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the-  work  carried  out  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during-  the  year. 

An  increase  in  the  quantity  of  unexamined  foodstuffs  received  in 
the  warehouses  in  ?/alton  Avenue  has  made  considerable  difference  to 
the  work  of  the  Department.  This  food,  which  normally  has  passed 
through  the  Port  of  Felixstowe,  although  some  is  received  from  ports 
as  far  away  as  Avonmouth,  is  not  inspected  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors 
because  it  is  in  sealed  containers.  Inspection  must  be  carried  out  at 
the  point  of  consignment,  with  the  result  that  although  the  U.D.C.,  is  not 
the  Port  Health  Authority  we  have  to  inspect  a considerable  quantity  of 
imported  food.  Many  inland  towns  now  have  to  carry  out  such  work  for  the 
same  reason. 


There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grants  made 
and  many  hours  are  spent  explaining  the  procedure  to  prospective  applicants. 
Less  than  4%  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  not  now  provided  with  all  the 
standard  a^menities,  but  in  my  opinion  even  this  figure  is  too  high  and  I 
hope  that  property  ov/ners  vd.ll  soon  take  advantage  of  grant  to  reduce  this 
figure  to  nil. 

Once  again  I have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  confidence  they  have  placed  in  me.  Also  my 
personal  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr,  C.H.  Imrie,  my 
assistant  ¥rr.  J.M.  Yarham  and  my  secretary  Mrs,  Pl.  Forth.

Housing  Improvements 


During  the  year  24  applications  wore  rocoived  for  Standard  Gra,nt 
and  38  for  loprovomont  Grant.  The  former  are  for  the  provision  of 
standard  amenities  to  houses  which  lack;  thern^  and  the  latter  for  either 
the  gcnore.l  improvement  of  an  individual  house  9 or  for  the  conversion 
of  a large  house  into  a numhor  of  separate  dwelling  units.  There  is 
a considerable  demand  in  the  town  for  rented  accommodation  and  the 
provision  of  now  dwellings,  available  for  letting  by  moans  of  a 
conversion  aided  by  grants  helps  to  meet  this  demand. 

Qualification  Certificates 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  ’’fair  rent”  procedure  of  the 
Housing  het^  1989  a house  owner  must  obtain  a \c^ualifi cation  Certificate 
from  the  Local  i.uthority.  During  the  year  20  apx)lications  were  received 
from  owners  of  houses  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities, 

20  Certificates  of  Provisional  iipproval  were  issued  and  Qualification 
Certificates.  There  were  also  24  applications  in  cases  where  houses 
already  possessed  the  standard  amenities,  and  7 Qualification  Certificates 
were  issued.  Before  the  issue  of  a Certificate  properties  had  to  be  in 
good  repair  and  a considerable  amount  of  repair  ¥;ork  was  carried  out  in  ore 
that  houses  should  qualify.
